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THE 

RELIGIOUS SOCIETY 
OF FRIENDS 


The Beligious Society of Friends— often called Quakers 
—is a small religious body having a world-wide membership 
of approximately 200,000 persons, of whom 125,000 are in 
the United States. Like other Christian fellowships, it 
embraces a broad range of emphases in the areas of faith 
and practice, but for the most part Friends are marked by 
their emphasis on the direct religious experience of the indi- 
vidual. In the Society of Friends authority is not vested in 
a hierarchy; major decisions are made by the group. 

Like science, Quakerism depends on experience, in this 
case inner experience. Whereas science directs its attention 
to the external world over which it seeks to achieve control, 
the Society of Friends seeks inward discipline and harmony 
as prerequisites to outward peace. This search does not 
induce withdrawal from the ordinary life of society. William 
Penn expressed the idea! in this sentence: “True godliness 
does not turn men out of the world but enables them to live 
better in it, and excites their endeavors to mend it,” 


The American Friends Service Committee, as an out- 
growth of the Soc'iety of Friends, is a c'onteinporar\- expres- 
sion of this religious beliet. Through ser\‘ice for the common 
good, the AFSC bears witness to the niiitx' and interdepend- 
ence — economically, socially, morally, and spiritually — of all 
mankind. One of the original committee members wrote in 
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1917; “In this time of national and world crisis, which is no 
less a crisis in the Kingdom of God, the dominant impulse is 
that of service.'" 

That committee member also wrote that, ‘"Everyone 
asks: What can /, what can we, do to help, not only in over- 
coming the evil effects of wars, but in preventing war’s 
recurrence?” More than forty years later the same question 
is still asked. War is a disease and today nuclear war 
threatens mankind’s extinction. A lone person often feels 
there is nothing he can do; the AFSC tries to show that with 
others he can perhaps make some headway. 

The very nature of the American Friends Service Com- 
mittee precludes a rigid, hierarchical structure. Yet even as 
an adventure of the spirit, if people are to work usefully 
together, organization is necessary, and an AFSC structure 
has been gradually evolving. Beginning with a staff of two 
in 1917, there are now several hundred employed workers 
in the various oflSces as well as a host of volunteers. What 
began as a single center in Philadelphia consists now of 
eleven regional offices and several other area offices from 
coast to coast. In the mid -twenties the Service Committee 
was incorporated, first in Pennsylvania and later in Dela- 
ware, with the broad purpose of engaging in religious, chari- 
table, social, philanthropic, and relief work in the United 
States and in foreign countries on behalf of tlie Religious 
Society of Friends. All members of the corporation are 
Quakers as are their elected memhej n o: the board of direc-. 
tors, thirty-nine in number. With *lie directors rests the 
responsibility to take up, continue, enlarge, decrease, or lay 
down programs. The executive secretary, also a Friend, is 
responsible to the board of directo s for carrying out its 
decisions. A high percentage of the organization s executive 
staff members are Friends, active in tlieir Meetings and in 
the affairs of the StK-iety of Friends. 

The Committee’s overseas field appointees are volun- 
teers, serving gcncrall) for two years at a time, occasionally 
longer. Participation has always been op<'ii to persons not 


in membership with the Society of Friends, but sympathetic 
with its principles. These men and women have added 
different kinds of spiritual gifts* and a constant effort has 
been made to conserve the wisdom derived from differing 
abilities and points of view within a basic area of agreement. 

Most important in AFSC workers is the quality of their 
commitment as individuals. The nature of the program 
sometimes demands special training and experience but there 
has always been room for concerned and sensitive spirits, 
especially for men and women possessed of what one EInglish 
Quaker characterized as “divine ordinariness.*^ 

The Committee's expenses are met by contributions 
from members of the Society of Friends; from the wider 
American public in sympathy with Quaker efforts or with 
one or another aspect of them; in some circumstances from 
governments and intergovernmental agencies in areas where 
work is carried out; and, in recent years, from philanthropic 
foundations and corporations. 


AFSC PHILOSOPHY and PROGRAM 


Over the years, the Committee has sought to gi\^e 
expression to its aims and philosophy. The most recent effort 
grew out of a comprehensive review of AFSC program and 
practice, carried out by the board of directors in 1960 and 
1961. Their report included the following paragraphs: 


At its beginning, as today, the AFSC was, a movement con- 
cerned for the expression and implementation of the Quaker 
peace testimony as an integral part of our vliole understanding of 
the Gospel. It took the form of relief to rtfugees and other war 
wctimSs This feature has continued, but with varying needs and 
in various locations. It has offered Friends and like-minded per- 
sons an outlet for their service in behalf of the principle of peace. 
Other channels have appeared, all of tliem connected with tli is 
aspect of Quakerism. The present five program divisions — Cum- 
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munity Relations, International Affairs, International Service, 
Peace Education, and Ynutli Services — are all seen as expressions 
and implementation of the same basic concern. 

Our concept of service has broadened over the years to 
include efforts to prevent violence as well as to counteract its 
effects, but the roots have remained constant, nourished by our 
religious faith and our desire to serve Cod more fully. We see a 
basic unity in all our efforts, whether they be directed to saving 
lives, or changing them, or refusing to be party to their destruc- 
tion. It is all of a piece and cannot he divided. It seeks io show 
the whole relevance of the life and teaching of Jesus to present- 
day life. 

This unity of purpose requires us to have a point of view on 
die great issues of the day. We are not neutral. We work for a 
world society that is non violently ordered and in which men are 
neither debased nor exploited for any reason or for any purpose. 
We work for it because we think it is the kind of world God 
intends men to live in. 

The AFSC has not interpreted the Quaker peace testimony 
as a purely individual and negative matter. We are a community 
impelled by the conviction tliat it is God’s will for men to do no 
grievous hurt to the personality of other sons of God nor prepare 
to do so, and by a belief in the practical relevance of love as 
taught by Jesus. Like other testimonies it is built upon individual 
sense of duty and upon personal abstention from what conscience 
forbids. It does not end there, any more than did Quaker objec- 
tion to slavery limit itself to individual clearness from slave 
owning. Friends, then and now, have felt responsibility to act 
collectively as well as individually, ar 1 to inform their own 
members and the general public of their c'oncem. 

The AFSC does not seek to adx'ancc any particular political 
theory. It believes that nonviolent attitudes and practices would 
create their own beneficent result w'tiiin any sy.stein. Out of its 
faith in the unique and finest values our national way of life, 
it does undertake to sustain and strengthen tliese values for the 
benefit of all. It is concerned with 1 1 lose freedoms .which are 
both the cause and the effect of man’s responsible behavior. 

This is the Committee’s philosophy of service, suggest- 
ing why it has gone beyond em.?rgency relief to involve 
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itself in the great problems of the social order and why it 
constantly endeavors to bring love to bear in their solution. 

The AFSC is an instrument of communication, small 
scale rather than mass, but at its best, deep communication. 
All of its programs explore the requirements of a nonvio- 
lently ordered society, or experiment with approaches to its 
realization. The Committee tries to examine candidly the 
implications of its religious pacifist insights, and to offer 
opportunities to those holding other responsible beliefs to 
challenge them. 

The Committee brings this philosophy to bear in two 
problem areas particularly: race relations and international 
order. It does so, first, because its faith that Christ s message 
can speak to the affairs of nations is as deep as the conviction 
that it speaks to the affairs of individuals, and second, 
because it feels the need is greatest where the gulfs are 
widest.

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The Committee is encouraged by the fact that the inde- 
pendence of its position, the vigor of its criticism, and the 
pioneering quality of its experiments have never in its forty- 
five year history prevented the development of sustained 
and fruitful cooperation with other voluntary agencies, with 
the American government, and with international organiza- 
tions, A unique expression of the confidence others have felt 
in the work of the Committee may be seen in the award of 
the 1947 Nobel Peace Prize jointly to the American Friends 
Service Committee and to its British counterpart, the Friends . 
Service Council. 

Many AFSC programs have evolved and continue to 
evolve with a sustained relationship to some element of our 
government, as for example, the International Cooperation 
Administration (now AID); the Department of State; the 
Department of Justice; the Department of Agriculture; 
the Department of Health, Education and Welfare; and the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs, The AFSC has also cooperated 
with Church World Service, with the National Catholic 
Welfare Conference, with a number of Jew^ish service bodies, 
and with the service agencies of the Mennonites and the . 
Brethren. Its work has also been closely related to inter- 


national agencies such as the United Nations Relief for 
Palestine Refugees (now UNRWA ), the U.N. Korean Recon- 
struction Agency, and the United Nations High Commis- 
sioner for Refugees. It wwks closely \v<th the Secretariat of 
the United Nations and with many /ssemhiv delegates. The 
AFSC is now working on behalf of Algerian refugees with 
the League of Red Cross Societies and the Red Crescent 
Societies in North Africa, We recognize the increased

UN’l? Wins Mass Support 


The hare reporting of seats won obscures the fact of mass support, for UNIT. 

To analyiio the election returns for party support, the national constituencies may 
be ignereJj as merely swelling the totals, and the lA upper roll and 13 lower roll 
cons t ltiu*nr K‘S cgniidrred* This will Include one vote for every registered voter 
with the exception of the fifteenth upper roll constituency where the election was 
pos tponed . 

Of these 29 seats, 13 went to the UFP, 13 to llh’lP, and three to ANC* There 
were 107,003 valid votes for these seats. Sixty per cent of these votes wettt 

to I'h’lP, 217, to UFP, It*!! to ANC, and 37, to Independents and r.inor parties* 

The disp:irity In seats w'on in relation to popular vote is largely due to the 
much smaller number of vc>ters in the upper roll constituencies* The combined margin 
of victory for UI^IP on just two large lover roll constituencies in the Copperbclt 
totaled more than all of the votes cast for the UFP in all 29 const iLuencies . 


One of the UFP myths is that they arc supported by a large body cf **modera to** 
Africans* The Kyasalcnd election ended that r.'iyth there, and now the i>ainc has been 
done in Northern Rhcdcsia* It is cusloiiiary, when parties are selective as to whore 
they ent^r candidates, that they run for office in the cons t i tuencie. s where they 
are stronpos;t. The UFP entered candidates in only four lower roll constituencies* 
These four men received a grand total of 180 votes. 

AviotVicr clear-cut result from the election is that four out of five voters 
voted for candidates committed to termination of the Federation of iVnodesia and 
Nyasnland* 

Purjnisc of the Constitution Defeated 


The frupposed purpo^u» of the national scats was to weight the Legislative Conn- 
cil with rr.cicl^crs obtaining support from both races. No such persons were elected* 
Both ANC and ITICIP worked bard to woo European support with a campaign stress ira; 
iTic Jer a t ion . The UFP fough. t a 'Mia to UNIP'^ campaign, led by Sir Roy Wt.tlencky and sup« 
ported by tb.c Tcrritcry's only daily newspaper, which successfully drove wavering 
white voters into the UFF camp, apparently cenvinerd that the time had not yet ar^ 
rived to seek acc omm^r^da t ion with African pt^litical aspirations. 


As clearly shown by the voting in the* national constituencies, the result v:as 
strict ]y racial voting. In the two national constituencies where candidates were 
clt'cte^d, it was done not by cuipourt across racial lines because of confidence in 
the cnndiuarea but by cooperat ion of parties with tr ica 1 ly OppoSt;J policios* 


The cornering of the niarket on white votes by the UFF was a Pyrrhic victory. 

Not only did the abu-ivo campaign cause bitterness cn the part of Airicans 

and rouse more feari? cn the part of whites, but lIh* strictly racial V(?ting ajsn cun-

^ What Next? 

Althorrib the new constitution has bccorr^e an instrunent for tremendous advance 
in African par 1 1 c ipa t ion in Covornment , it dot a not chan^\o the basic cons t x tut ion~ 
al status cl Northern Rhodesia* The Governor, now Sir Cvelyn Hone, continues to be 
the source of all executive authority. One of the Governor's many powers is the 
right to any nii.r^ber of members of the Legislative Council, iilthough he would 

not norviially be expected to appoint more than one or two. 

The Legislative Council will be made up of the 3A Tnembers elected October 30th, 
plus those el«.'cted Decovr.ber 10th, plus six civil servants holding certain official 
posts, plus any additional nominees of the Governor . 

The ANC is in a strong bargaining poslCicn in relation to the IT? and UNIP, as 
a coalition with elchvr party would give a majority of tbic cTected members. This 
deal has now been made with UNIP, and It is pj esumed tht' Governor will ask the 
UiUP-ANC coalition to form a GovorniTiCnt soon after the Dcceciber lOth elections. 


It is an uneasy coalition, not because of basic policy differences between Cho. 
parties but because of mistrust of personalities on both sides. However, ANC powr 
will lar^:ely end with the formation of th.e Government as there are apt to be, and 
can be at any time necessary, sufficient official mettbevs and nominated members to 
Tti:iint3in tlic Gc vernnioiLt witli UNI? Legislative Council votes alone, ever* if A.NC 
should later on choose to vote with the UFP* 


It Is most unlikely, however, that KorthiM^n Rhodesia can gain a respite from

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A VISITOR'S VIEW OF WEST AFRICA 


Ifany intelligent and vorld-mindod Vest Africans arc hurt by v!mc seems to them 
the quite inexplicable lack of Ay.ieticnn interest in French" speaking, Africa. Over the 
pa.iit Le\: I have visited IV \'er-t AIrfean countries , 12 of which are Frenc!i 

spcal.in;:. Most Amcr'icanc know the nervier, of the two larf^er Eiiglish" speaking countries, 
Nigeria Gl'iana , and some could even add Sierra Leone and Liberie; very few, how- 

ever, coul<l none the countries freed from French colonial status in 1958 and 1959 
which, reach.ed full independence in 1960 and 1961, 

Yet, French-speaking Africa is almost five times as largo as the English- rpenking 
area and liac, according to I960 population estiTcates, 30 Liillion people, as compared 
with tiie 44 million in the Ei^gl i sh- speaki ng area. 

It is true that Nigeria snf.;,nb“ to the ordinary American observer to be the single 
most important: state, in V>Vst Africa, It is Uic most populous and may have 50 million 
people by 1970, In Nigeria right nov; is being decided the fate of alnost the last 
€X\'inti;ig tv.’O-party pa r liamout.iry y-y-^tem of d c-xocraey , as we know it, in that part of 
the vorid. One would be unwary to predict tho results of the presc^nt struggle in 
Nigeria, but I have a hunch that here, as in all other countries of that area, tho 
system ir.portcd vh.olc from Euro]v:an experience in this case complcto vrith tl :0 Par- 
liamentary mace and the judges* robes and wigs -- is going to give v.^ay to something 
new and more suitable to African conditions, V.^e may not immediately rocog,ni.^e it as 
democracy; if v?e don’t > ve had better give it a long and careful look to see wi'iotiier 
It or our ov;n parocliial vic\%' of proffer dciaocratlc fov\i.si is, in fact, at fault.

tries, But they differ so widely among themselves that an over- oil judgment is likcl> 
to be faulty In detail- Breed differences in the extent cn\d quality of this influ- 
ence nay he illustrated by reference to Ivory Coast and Togo* 

In Ivory Coast I was told that, taking that portion of the upper public service 
beginning v;ith secondary school teachers up to and including trtiabers of the Council 
of Hinir-ters, there are prol>ahly twice as many Frcnciimen as l\oirions* TV* is is a 
pretty heavy salting of metropoli tan influence, though not all of these r.en by any 
ncanr; nrc appointed by the French government. A considerable number come, for in- 
stai)ce, from Kartiniquo or some other French possession, and are pro f essicnal ly on 
their ov.m* President llouph.ouet-Eoi gny of Ivory Coact handles foreign affairs himself* 
There is no llihister of Foreign Affairs, In the Kinistry, where I want on business, 
the senior official was a Frtnciimnn, a so-called Conseillcr Technique, There is no 
Ivoiricn on duty in this Ministry above tho clerical or housekeeping grades, 

Togo, on the other hand, has asserted its independence by refusing the massive 
French ad;ai uistvat ive anu fii'saiicial assistance characteristic of Ivory Coast, It has 
few Frenchmen, and lias selectively recruited outside help from several ccuntries, iu- 
cluding Germany and Israel, for oiample. 

\Cuilc the political influence of France varies widely, its commercial and eco- 
nomic tlomlnanc-j is strikin;;, Tito t\:o coinages of the area -- Central and k'est Africa 
-- keyed to French maney a ad guar ant eCxl by France, are set at an unrealistically high, 
rate of cxchanc.e.

One often has the feeling that these able men are lost in a sea of inefficiency and 
lassitude. Tocir staff scc:n entirely unrelated to events as they are* One doesn’t, 
after a while, ask too much. An American ambassador told sne he counted it a hearten- 
ing result of the current b.S. Lcaderi-hip Grant rro-^ram that one African public of- 
ficial came back from his four months in the U.S. and answered hfs countr^raGn* s ques- 
tion: There is no siesta hour in the U.S.! I have seen men who work* And we 

must learn to work, too, if we are to progress.” 


Vo. of the Vest haven’t always been helpful. Take these two cases in point: 


In the fnn'Dus de Gaulle referendum: of 195S in French Africa, Guinea was the only 
colonial territory to opt for freedom rather than n^emhorship in the French CorrjTumi ty . 
Overnight, the stiff French I'eaction war? to stop French assistance progrr.ms nnd to 
viitulrri',: F\*ench personnel; it is even snid -- thcugii i cannot perso^r^lly vouch for 
it -- that vhht equipment the French could not take with them was destroyed. The in- 
evitr.bic happored, Fresidcrit Sekou Toure, who Cv'^iv.c up throi.:gli a tough I.^bor Govemont 
found a ready friend in the U.S.S.R. , and there cr-ergod in Conakry the only ccLripuI- 
sivcly left-leaning state on the continent. There is a sizable Russian program cf 
tecku.'i.cal assistance in Guinea as a result. Guinea is the only Black African country 
to v'nich a Co^rrtnnist airline flies a regular weekly service -- Prague to Conakry. 

Nov; after the ferious snovplovj story -- for whicli in. any version whatever 1 do not 
vouch -- President Toure is said to be somewhat disenchanted and his relations with 
the Uest are said to be on the mend. 


Then consider the ca^e of the last small Port\iguese enclave in pahorr.^’v. When I 
saw it last summer, it cons ir tod of a block-^ square overgrown park on the sea some 
miles fren Cotonou, surrounding a bur nod -out mansion. The story was told to me by a 
responsible Western diplomat* A relic of the 17th century, this quite useless little 
area housed a Portuguese official and a library in which had been collected docunonls 
iroi.i the time of the earliest Pot tugtjesc visitors -- something like 1A82. The date 
doesn’t matter. This last bit of foreign property was a hit of a thorn in the side 
of the ne\^- fledged Republic* Apparently Dahomey offered all frorts of so 1 1 Iccients 
which the Portuyuese refused. The enclave migJit, for instance, have been given recap 
nized diplomatic status, or been made a consulate, Ko* It was Portuguese proper iv , 
and nothing could be done. 


After months of effort, their patitnee at an end, the Dahomeyan authorities eot

Tlicre is another comparison licre, too, which ought to interest Americans. In 
the original system devised by our Founding Fathers, the winner in a national elec- 
tion became President, while the loser, leader of the defeated party, became Vice 
President. Those elections were not tlie direct, universal democracy which vre now re- 
vere, but involved the votes of only n privileged few, cast indirectly, tV.rough an 
Electoral College not bound to reflect the will of the voters. The svstom didn’t 
work very well. Differences of political view were too strong to be contained within 
the structure of a functioning government- But th.e parallel should not escape us. 

In early times, Americai'kS experimented and improvised, just as the Africans are doing 
nov;, end v?e W’ould not have taken kindly to having anyone tell us what to do or hov; to

T'ne U.S. Governmont shows more concern for French Africa than do many of its 
citireas. Ours is the only government with a full-time ambassador and embassy staff 
actually resident in every new country of Black West Africa. This, of course, would

Though my work in v:cst Africa for a private American organization has no connec- 
tion, expxessed or implied, witl\ the U.S. Coverrm^icnt or v?ith national policy, I have 
been for two months almost daily in and out of the American embassies in tlie area, 
and have dcvelopod a forthright respect, and in many cases affection, for the men and 
wemon w’ho represent us there. They arc typically hard working, dedicated, above all 
interested iu thiC countries in which they servo and in their people. Many of tlu-m 
have volunteered for these posts. In one post 1 was told jubilantly that the U.S. 
wives* poj^ulaticn had jur^c doubled: a new U.S.I.S. officer had brought his family*

must resolutely luavc ar. r.uch of his cultural baggage behind ae he possibly can, to 
ci!t dovTH horT-iers of rvace, of v^-altl^, of posscscions , and to help build aa many 
bridges of utuiorstand i np: as he can manage.

Many a diplomat’s w’ife, beside her family and donestic duties, enlarged by ell sorts 
of tropical problems, labors to arouse interest in the sorts of community activities 
so cemon in the U.S* and so tragically lacking here. I have a mental imaga of the 
gracious of one of our ambassadors, hobbling about her garden with her foot in 

a cast, volcoiaing local women and children to a movie sho\:ing. In that predominantly 
Muslim country this may have been the only window open on the world for these wonren, 
though they were the wives of Ministers and other high officials.
